TRUMP SIDES WITH 


PUTIN ON MEDDLING 


At Russian leader’s side, president questions U.S. intelligence conclusion 
Democrats, some in GOP, condemn statement; ex-CIA director calls it ‘treasonous’

HELSINKI » President Donald Trump stood next 
to President Vladimir Putin of Russia on Mon- 
day and publicly challenged the conclusion of 
his own intelligence agencies that Moscow inter- 
fered in the 2016 presidential election, wrapping 
up what he called a “deeply productive” summit 
with an extraordinary show of trust for a leader 
accused of attacking American democracy. 

“They said they think it’s Russia; I have Pres- 
ident Putin, he just said it’s not Russia,” Trump 
said, only moments after the Russian president 
conceded that he had favored Trump in the elec- 
tion because of his promises of warmer relations 
with Moscow. 

“T will say this: I don’t see any reason why it 
would be” Russia that was responsible for the 
election hacking, Trump added. “I have great 
confidence in my intelligence people, but I will 
tell you that President Putin was extremely 
strong and powerful in his denial today.” 


The 45-minute news conference offered the 
remarkable spectacle of the American and Rus- 
sian presidents both pushing back on the no- 
tion of Moscow’s election interference, with Pu- 
tin demanding evidence of something he said 
had never been proved and Trump appearing 
to agree. 

When asked directly whether he believed Pu- 
tin or his own intelligence agencies, Trump said 
there were “two thoughts” on the matter and 
then changed the subject, demanding to know 
why the FBI never examined the hacked com- 
puter servers of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and asking about the fate of emails miss- 
ing from the server of Hillary Clinton, his cam- 
paign rival. 

“Where are those servers?” Trump said. 
“Where are Hillary Clinton’s emails?” 

His performance drew protests from Demo- 
crats and some Republicans, prompting John 
Brennan, who served as CIA director under 
President Barack Obama, to suggest that the re-

New rules could affect marijuana deliveries, edibles and ads

Cannabis retailers soon may 
be able to deliver marijuana any- 
where in California, no matter 
what city or county rules say. 

Also, it’s likely that medical 
marijuana patients will be al- 
lowed to buy edibles infused 
with cannabis more potent than 
currently permitted under state 
law. On another front, the rules 
for what companies can and 
can’t say when advertising can- 
nabis products soon could be- 
come more strict. 

All three shifts are among the 
new rules listed Friday by state 
regulators in their long-awaited 
draft of permanent regulations 
for California’s cannabis indus- 
try.

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Judge halts 
deportation 
of reunited 
families 


Rumors of imminent mass 
action spur temporary delay

SAN DIEGO » A federal judge on 
Monday ordered a temporary 
halt to deportations of immi- 
grant families reunited after be- 
ing separated at the border, as 
the Trump administration races 
to meet a July 26 deadline for put- 
ting thousands of children back in 
their parents’ arms. 

U.S. District Judge Dana Sa- 
braw imposed a delay of at least 
a week after a request from the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
which cited “persistent and in- 
creasing rumors ... that mass 
deportations may be carried out 
imminently and immediately 
upon reunification.” 

Justice Department attorney 
Scott Stewart opposed the delay 
but did not address the rumors 
in court. 

The ACLU requested that par- 
ents have at least one week to 
decide whether to pursue asy- 
lum in the U.S. after they are re- 
united with their children. The 
judge held off on deciding that 
issue until the government out- 
lines its objections in writing by 
next Monday. 

ACLU attorney Lee Gelernt 
told reporters that he was “ex-

Visitors strolling through the 
aromatic groves at California Cit- 
rus State Historic Park in River- 
side can’t help but be awestruck 
by the rows of verdant fruit trees 
that hark back to a rich chapter 
in Inland Empire history.
